Among othors who ht^ard Iho 
story on tlio fon'oislb* was Cock- 
swain Wi^lch, who with his lions(>rs 
roli(<tl 11)1 to his knccN ami his 
iniisiMilar arms iiarcti to i.]u< shoni 
d<H', had just (mmiic in fiom I he Ihird 
(iuttcr, his special pel anil pride, 
wlioie, with a bucket, ami swab, he 
lull] beon rt^moviiig somo of the 
IracoN t»( cintlorH antl soul t|p|>osit- 
ed by the big fiiniuds overhead. 

Welch was iiol a popular man 
aniuiig his males, lie had bill rt^- 
cenlly joiniMl the ship, and, to the 
disgust, of many an old shi*llback, 
he had hardly bi>oii billeletl to tli<> 
after gnaril when he was ralttd a 
cockswain — vict< Murphy, tlisraled 
for tlriMikennesH ami now iiad 
(diargc of I he besi cnlier on boartl. 
Many stratige stories were being 
wliis|>(*retl about, among Weicirs 
niafos concerning the new cock- 
swain. Ho was too young to have 
been an apprenti<M>, and thttre wtM'i* 
soiim who said he was now serving 
his lirsl cnlislment ami ha<l ob- 
taiiieil his rating bccaii.so of a pull 
with soiiH* of the youngsters in the 
steiM'Jigi*. OlhtW'H averred thai 
VVelcli WrtH not tlio oockswain's 
rt'ai iiami* ami that he hail a story 
to tell which would make a line 
sensation for any of Ihe newspaper 
corres|»oiidenlK hovering about Iho 
squadron on the swift III lie tow boats 
could any one guess what it. was. 
Hut. Welch, by his qiiiol attention 
4o duly, his relicence and gentl(>- 
inanly manuei-s, had hitherto re- 



mained a. mystery, whiidi bolhercd 
the curious ones among Ihe Jackii's 
not a, lillle. Withal, he seemed lo 
be a. good seanian and to have the 
conlidence of his superiors, who, if 
I hey knew his secret, had kept it 
well to Ihcinselves. 

" I'ass the word for Welch, the 
cockswain of lli(\ third ciiIIimI" 
pipt>d Ihe boatswaiirs m;ile. " Lay 
jifliT lo the ipiarlcr deck ! " 

The message was taken ill* .a-ml 
repealed \ty the boatswain's males 
in Ihe dilTcrent |>arts of the ship, 
and the cockswain, rolling down 
his duck Ironseis and settim.' his 
watch cap sipiarely on Ihe lop of 
his head, hurried olT in response lo 
tlio call. 

Keachinu the qiiailcr dtu-k, 
VVch'h stood at alteiilion, forwarti 
of the steeragi> hatch, until his sol- 
dierly figure canghl the eye of the 
lirst lieiilenaiil, who was pacing 
nervously np ami down the wea- 
ther siile. 

"Welch ! " the executive ollicer 
s])okc slutrply and stop|)ed siiddun- 
ly in his linriied walk. 

The cockswiiin sprang forw.irtl, 
and, bringing his bare heels to- 
i>elhcr ill Ihe correct posture of 
" attention,"' saliifed his siipeiior. 
■ " We're moing to Iry and ciil that 
cable to-day and shall send in Ihe 
Ihirtl cntler, with the launch, to do 
the work. It will require a cool 
head to hamlle the cntler under 
lire, and there are many chances 
thai she may not come Imck im- 
scalhed. This work miisl be done, 
and cvciylhing will depend on the 
way the boats are Imndled. Lieti- 
teiiant do Koven will have charge 
of the expedition, ami .Mr. Karl 
will go in the cutter.

"Thank yon, sir," said WeU^h, 
with a tone of self-possession, 
though his cheeks llusheil. 

" Yon may go forward and quiet- 
ly pick out eight men for your boat. 
Take only volnnleers and good, 
cool hcadcil men. When you have 
•selecled your crow, report lo Mr. 
Karl. Tl'iat will do." 

Welch sainted and hurried for- 
ward ,'is fast as his legs would carry 
him. This was a chance in* had 
been waiting, longing, praying for. 
The dangers of Ihe expedition did 
not occur to him, and if they had 
iie would have wot riiMl little about 
them, lie now had an opporlnnily 
lo distinguish himself ami perhaps 
show some ]>eople that — well, he 
would not think of this just now, 
but Cockswjiin Welch did think of 
these things just the same, and the 
more he thought, of them the more 
anxious he was to start on lh(> 
peiiloiis expedition. 

Kight men fiU" the ciillci were 
((iiickly selected. lie might have 
hail twenty times as in:iny had he 
been ordered lo lake them, but the 
chosen ones were all strong, able 
men, who could be relied on to do 
their duly under the most trying 
circ.uinstjinccs. 

(Jetting his dollies bag from the 
biigroom, as the other men were 
doing. Welch dressed in ;t clean 
working suit, with his bio Idnek 
herchicl correctly knotttMl about 
his throat and hurried down lo re- 
port to Mr. Karl. 

In lln> steerage the naval cadets 
and junior olliccrs were just linish- 
ing an early breakfasl, and the 
.lai»aiiese servants wore hnriying 
back and forth with tempting dishes 
and sleajuing pots of cofTee. The 
eockswaiirs knock al the door 
brought Ihe steerage steward, and 
t.o him Welch repcited his message. 
Ills words wore he.ird by I ln> young- 
sters at the tabh>, and oiii> of them 
sang out in clear, boyish tones : 

"Come ill. W'eleh." 

The cockswain, hat in hand, en- 
liered Ihe room and found hiiii.self 
facing Naval Cadet Kiirl, who was 
making short Work of a regulation 
navy breakfasl of bai'on and eggs. 

" I was ordereil lo report to >ou, 
sir," s.'i id Welch. 

" All right, cockswain; come in 
here. I want lo see yon a miniile." 
and Karl, jumping from the tablt^ 
pushed open llie door of his state- 
room and motioned lo Widch lo en- 
ter the lillle room where the tum- 
bled blinks and geueial untidy Jip- 
pearance showed that Karl's .lapti- 
iiese boy had not yet pill this apart- 
ment in eondilion for iiis|>ection. 

Such an nniisnal procetMling on 
the part of their messinatt^ att bt in- 



vite a s.tilor into his stateroom 
made Ihe eyi>s of the oilier young 
gentleiiKMi al the table ])rotruile 
from tli(>ir .sockets. 

" Karl always was a genius in 
eceentriiMty, but this move beats 
me," remarked one of the cadets. 

There wiis but luie chair in the 
stateroom, tiiid in this Karl sealed 
the seiinian as soon as the heavy 
diiipery al Ihiwloor had fallen be- 
hind them. 

"See hero, Andrew" — I^arl was 
visibly excited, and his voice trem- 
bled a. lillle as he spoke — "you're 
going with im> to-day into a vt<ril!i- 
ble hell Irtip, iiiid before we go I 
wiint to tell you something.

The naval catlet and the seaman 
faced each other in silence a mo- 
ment, llien they separiiled, each to 
prepare for a hazardous venlnre in 
which they were lo parlicipale. 

When Welch walked out through 
the sleerane country to the fore- 
castle, tightly clas|nng in his hand 
the dainty envelope Karl had given 
him, his face was paler than iisntkl.

Karl and Cocksw.iin Welch kept 
tJie boat moving steadily in toward 
the beach, neaier and nearer the 
batteries. The i>oor inarksnianshii* 
of the Spaniards caused tlu' culler's 
crew to smile grimly, and one irre- 
pressible Irishman in Hit* bow mut- 
tered something under his breath 
that caused a laugh among Ihe

"Silence in the bo.it!" com- 
nnauded Karl. "Cockswain \V\>" —

On the battleship the accidett to 
thi> cutter was wiinessed and 1h(> 
firing was redoubled, but the rain 
of lt>ad and steel from Ihe shore 
continued, jind the cutter's crew no 
longer laughed jvs they tugged at 
their oars. The men at the i>rap- 
pling lines were leaning ovi'r the 
side of the boat, and, eiiconi'ag<»d 
by the coolness of the cockswain, 
whose face betrayed not the slight- 
est anxiety or fear, their work went 
steadily on. 

" We've got it ! " shouted both 
the seamen and in almost one voice 
as the iron hooks ilragging along 
the bottom caught the bio cable. 

Welch waved the wigwjig flag for 
the launch which quick 1\' headed 
toward the cutler and eame gallant- 
ly down lo them at full speed, 
amid a veritable hell of shot and 
shell. All hands on the grappling 
line, anil tlit< big cable was huuled 
np over tlui side of the boal, and 
just as liieutenant l)e Koven came 
alongside with the launch, Welch 
brought the ax down upon Ihe slimy 
cable and, and after two or three 
strokes, severed it, the two ends 
sinking to the bottom, one of them 
moor«>d by a wiiler"* breaker at- 
tiudied to the grappling line 

Hy this time several oilier men 
weie down in the boltoni of the 
cutter, while Ihe sid(>s and floor 
gratings were splashed with blood. 
Quickly faking the enfter in tow, 
the l.-iuncli headed out toward the 
Meet and out of range. 

t'ockswain Welch and the cut- 
ter's crew were lli<> liero«»s of the 
hour. Down in the sick bay .sever- 
al badly wounded sailors aiul Cadet 
Karl were being tenderly cared for 
by the medical men ol^ the ship, 
while two dead bodies were pre- 
pari'd for the sacred service of the 
morrow. 

When Karl was invalided home 
on the dispatch boat. Cockswain 
Welch took him out lo her on the 
third cutler. As Ihe boat was 
speeding along Welch bent over 
the young olVicer and said : 

" Here is Ihe letter you left lo be 
read by the oflieei-s in the steerage. 
I got it from your desk, and yon 
see the seal Inwn't been broken. 
And, if you will, sir," oontinned 
Welch, as he drew another envel- 
ope, addressed in a characleristie 
hand, " 1 wish you would give tins 
letter to yonr sister for me." 

"(Jod bless you, W'eleh," mur- 
mured Karl, "you are a hero if 
ever there was one. Your letter 
shall bo deliveitkl if 1 reai'h home 
alive." 

The ofllcers on Hie dispatch boal 
marveled much as they helped Karl 
over the side to .see him slop at Ihe 
trangway and waruly shake Ihe tall 
cockswain's hand, while the leai-M 
rolled down tliic cwlol'spale cheeks. 
A few weeks later Cockswain 
Welch reeefveil an oflicial dtwnment 



containing his discharge fiom the 
navy and incli<sed in an envelope, 
.iddressed to " I!. I). Welch, IT. S. 
S. M.," was a commission of acting 
ensign. United States navy, signed 
by Secretary Loiig and addressed to 
Mr. Andrew S. Carter. Ibit a let- 
ter in a lady's handwriting receiv- 
ed by 15. I). Welch wa.s far more 
inlt>rcsliiig lo its rcceiiiient than 
either of tliase. — f{. M. Hiijrloir in 
Shori Storie.s.

Two events of more than ordinary 
interest to the di af of Maryland 
occurred a week .ago. '^Phe liisl was 
Ihe picnic or reunion of the deaf of 
Western Maiyl.ind, .and the second 
the orgjiiiiz.'il ion of the first local 
Kranch of the Maryland Associa- 
tion of th»> I )e)if since the Hiennial 
meeting Last Summer. The two 
cvcni.'.' all hough distiiicti in fliein- 
sidves took place at. the same timi' 
and place. The Heiinion was car- 
licil out under the direction of a 
committee of hustling deaf mutes, 
Messrs. E. V. Wyand, A. H. Show- 
man, H. O. Croager and H. G. Hen- 
sou, wlio forming themselves into a 
commillce, sent out printed invita- 
tions to all the deaf of Western 
Maryland to meet at Braddock 
lleighls, Frederick ('ounty, on Sat- 
urday, August I'.tlli. Heretofore 
liallimore t'ity had monopolized 
everything in the line of re-unions, 
picnics, excursions, meetings, etc., 
and this new move was consequent- 
ly looked upon much in the litjhf. of 
a doubtful cx|)crimcnl. The com- 
paratively small number of deaf- 
mutes in Ihe ciumtica of Western 
Maryliiml, the distance .separating 
them, and the poor railroad facili- 
lu's. all comluneil to make the pro- 
spects for a succesHful meeting 
gloomy indeed, and when Sjiturday 
morning ojied l.pr portals r<>vealing 
a dark ami lowering sky, few per- 
haps thought of going. However, 
as the morning advanced all ill- 
omened signs dis.'ippejiied, and there 
.shone forth fair Soleil in full 
beiuly.

(Jrceii, Harry Creiagcr and brotluM-. 
of Freilerick ; Miss Sarah Porter, I). 
K. Woufan and daughter, of Ijam.s- 
villc ; Mr. Hugilebble, and .a few 
others whose n.imes we have for- 
got t<vii. Some of the above eame 
late, but early or lale, they found 
a seat welcoming them.

The organization having now lie- 
come a reality, speeches of a con- 
griitulatory nature were next in 
order, iind they were male with 
cnthmsiasm by more then luilf a 
dozen mcmbeis. The Oonstitution 
of the AssoiMiition, with a few minor 
changes to 'conduce to conditions 
existing, was adopte«l «« the ^iii<l«> 
of the Local Uranch. Pntil similar 
branduvs are formed in sc<'tioiis 
farther ^Vest, the scope of the 
HraddiK'k Hranch will extend over 
Hie whole portion of the Western 
part of the State, so as to include 
the conniies of Montgomery, Fred- 
erick, Washinghtoii, Allegany and 
(birr»>tt. It is hoped that Haiti- 
more County will soon form a 
liranch of its own. The tt>rritory 
to l>e covered by such an organ izji- 
tion would logically include the 
Counties of Paltimore, llowaiil, 
Harford and Cecil. The Counties 
of Anne Arundel, Prince (Teorgc, 
Calvert, Charles and St. Mary 
might also band together, and 
populous Talbot Ciumty oiT^ the 
Eastern shore ought not be fai be- 
hind in Ihe matter. The real ob- 
ject of these liranch Associations is 
to stand in the role of auxiliaries of 
the State Association whose off- 
spring they are. Exj>erience has 
sliown that annual Slate C'onven- 
tions art> expensive, sliinly attend- 
ed and comparatively barren of nv- 
sults, that the local representation 
is frequently large enough t^> out- 
vote even a combination of re- 
piesentatives fiom outside si-elions, 
and that the social features lose 
much of fheii attractiveness on ac- 
count ot occurring with toi> great 
frequency. The same objections 
cannot be urged in connection with 
Loi'al Uranclies, no matter wlu^ther 
their meetitigs occur annually or 
bienially ; tli«> distance is less in- 
juiioiis, sectional aniimxsity is ob- 
literated by proportionate delega- 
tion, and local pride upholds efTort. 
Com|M<litioii is not side-tracked, as 
it would seem, but uiven full swing 
in a rivalry of sections to «>xccl eiich 
other in contributing to the welfare 
of the parent AsstH'iation. The 
motive ami results of rivalry is hei-e 
changiMl to Ihe benefit of all. The 
biennitil meeting of sections, theiv- 
fore, partakes of the nature of a 
tourney, .ind there is no rea.son in 
Ihe world why such plea^stinl meet- 
ings for mutual benefit and pleasure 
might not Im> held on a " FieM of 
(joldcn (^H>d."

He 
liointed out I hit the Society had 
not the ca|iil,il to prosecute much 
new wiM'k. 

Prof. S. <J. David.Mon, <if Phila- 
delphia, hen* look a haml in tin; 
discussion, commeiiling and enlaig- 
iiiK upon llie paper. H(( strongly 
ail vocal «d lid u res to the deaf ail 
over the Stale oil any subject thai 
is of interest iiid v/iliie lo them, in 
eluding <-i.okiiig for the ladies He 
also fa\(ired iinlnstiial diliibilioiis 
of the'deaf. 

Itev. Mr. Koehler expressed ap- 
proval of the lecture |>lan in unmis- 
(akeable terms, bid he could iml 
se«^ how lie traveling expenses of 
sindi a lecMiier could be imd willi 
the small means at, the Society's 
command. He has known de.nf 
persons lo lose jnoperty by their 
iunoraiwe, and gave an instaneci in 
which one hjsl a house valued at 
*2000 by signing a quit claim with 
out knowing what, it meant. He 
iirg«'d a chaiiue of our liiiancial 
syslem so as lo enable Ihc Society 
fo do more work. 

It. .M. Xiegh-r, Philadelphia, 
thoughl the lime had /rrrived for 
the Society t<> select the site for ils 
proposed Home. The building of 
it Would .Soon follow, as tln^'e v/;vf 
{'Wry re.isoii to believe thai ( 
Iribiitions would come in 
quickly aflei' the .'■election. 

Mrs.' M. J. Syle, Philadeljdiia, 
aico lavorcd the early establisli- 
inenl of the home, or lo put the 
funds lo piviclical use by relie\iiig 
urgent eases of ilistress. 
• To a <piestioii asked by Mr. 
Iteider, the Presiflent replied I hut 
the Home Fund, under the present 
charier of the Society, was not 
available to relieve distress cases. 

Mr. Teegarden, Pittsburg, asked 
if it would not be a»lvisable (o 
establish an Fnier^i-ney l''iiiid in 
connection with the llonn^ l''un(l. 

The Piesideiil replied that if 
there were two funds, as snggc^sted, 
either one or the other would have 
t.o siilTer, and ihe Home hind might 
siilfer most. 

At this point, Mr. Ziegler, Phihi 
delphia, moved lo cl»)se tlii^ discus- 
sion on Ml. Iteidei's paper and lo 
proceed Milli the ne,vl. Agreed to. 
Prof. B. R, Allaboiigh, of Pitts- 
burg, then read a paper on "How 
Can We Swell the Honu^ Fund ? " 

Prof. Allabough's paper was also 
lengthily discussed, and judging 
from the l';i\'oiable expressions on 
it some of his suggestions will 
doubtless produce good results. 

Prof. H. (1. Davidson, Philadel- 
phia, made Ihe principal speech on 
the paper. Among other things In- 
said that he did not favor building 
Ihe home im cigar money. He 
cited ,1 story which provoked ciui 
siderable laiighler. 
talking t4i a. friend 
and, knowing him 
snntkei, ask<'d him 
spent (ui cig.ii's a 
cents," replied hif friend. " Well," 
said till- man, "see that beautiful 
hoiiw over theie. Do you know 
that if you s.ived fifty cents a day 
you could easily buy jt jn about 
(en years." His friend looked al 
the house and then asked " Do 
you own it?" " No," replied the 
man. ' Well," rejoined his friend, 
" I am the owner." 

Mr. Davidson thoughl llu're were 
belter ways to raise mmiey for the 
Home than to deprive <leaf woiking 
people of their simple pleasures. 
He su(fgi'st«'d that each ib-af person 
make up his mind to raise a certain 
amount, as large as possible, by 
wink dillerent from his regular, or 
by side work. 

President Koehler then appoint- 
ed the follow ing Commillee (Ml Re- 
solution, after which (he afternoon 
session, al /ii.'IO o'<'lo«'k, was a<l 
journed : R. M. Zeigler, B. It.

Itev. Wood then presonled lo Ihe 
delegates Mayor l''raiik (4eise. 

The Mayor welcinned the dele- 
gate's in behalf of the miinieipality. 
H(! said in |)art : 

" F recognize in the prints of your 
past labors, in tire kind elTorts put 
I'orth by yonr assocMation from time 
to time, and in your assembly here 
lo-niglil, you walk in the footprints 
of the Divine Master, and I greet 
you in His naim^ 

" It extending to you the greet- 
ings and hospitality of our cfini- 
miinily, I indulge in no idle words 
<»r empty phrases when 1 say Ihal 
your work of love and pliilaiilhropy 
not alone attracts the attention of 
onr people, but must challeiig(( Ihe 
admiration and command the sym- 
palhy and support of all th<(s<' who 
love their lellowmen and who have 
heart to feel and a mind and soul 
ready lo extend a helping haml to 
wai'il tliosit less fortunately situated 
than Ihemselves." 

In conclnding his addn'ss. Mayor 
(jcise extended words of wel<M)ine 
on the part <d' the people, and the 
municipality and invoked the tli- 
vine blessing and aid upon the di^- 
lilieral ions ami deli v«Maiiees of the 
convention. 

Presiih'iit Koehler responded to 
the Mayor's address in feeling 
words of appreciation for the hearl.\' 
weli'ome extended. He said: "It 
has always been one of I, he pleasures 
in connection with our work thai 
the chief ollicers of the <^ity wel- 
come us. It was very |ileasaiil to 
hear Ihe kind words of the Mayor. 
We ari' noi here lo abuser Ihe free 
dom of the city, ami we never make 
any Ironbh? for the Mayor or Po- 
lice." President, Koehlei' spoke of 
the many admirable ipialitiesof Ihe 
city. He said Ihat York for beaut.\ 
was tlu" e(pial ((f any city in the 
Slate and linmed il Ih^ garden of 
the Slate. 

Hon. .lohn W. Bittenger, Presi- 
dent Judge of the Court, llien de- 
livered an adili'cHs. He saiil in 
part : 

" Surely afb^r the kind words of 
welcome (txlended lo you by the 
.Mayor it is not, necessary for me to 
,say that y<Mi arc welcome, or lo 
welcome you on Iho part of I hi' 
(country. You are engaged in a 
nobh* work making an elTort to 
lieller Ihe wlfare of your class. 
You liiive done much for one a,n- 
olher. By organizing your society 
you have* been enabled lo ass«>mlilc 
in a pleasure greatly lo yoiii ad- 
vantage. You have established 
institutions and now have a m)ble 
objcci in \ie\\ for Ihe care of yoiii 
iinrorliiinilcs. \ii\\ aie laboring in 
.1 caus)> Ihat should have the sym- 
pathy of everybody in the com- 
munity'." 

Judge Bilttinger then referred lf» 
Ihi^ deaf and dumb of tin* ernn- 
miiiiity, and said he knew of no 
more cheeiful peojile than they. 
" They are orderly," he saiil, " al- 
leiid lo Iheir own business and 
don't disturb anybody. In m.y 
nine years of service as judge, F 
know of no instaneie where (uie <if 
your (dass was before tin* court. 
This proves that they arc res|(e(^t- 
able and orderly. Jl is not always 
Ihe noisy people who have tlie 
better acdiievemenls. (Jeneral 

tjraiit was a silenl man. He was 
by no means slow of spec<di, yet in 
r«*gard to strategic moves, mililar,>' 
and polili<?al plans Ihe in'f;aiiizal ion 
and Ihe command of the army re- 
qniiing secrce-y and dispatch, or 
the polii-y id' parly, or administra- 
tions of the government, not pro- 
|icr tlwil the public should pre- 
maliiridy know, he iniglil as well 
have been speechless. To this he 
largely owed his succ«'ss. " Silence 
is golden." 

After a feeling response by Presi- 
dent Koehler, Mr. A. F. Adams, 
labra,rian of Ihe National Museum 
al Washington, driiveied .in oration 
on the subject :

Or he fiinls an apparenlly clear 
(lassage-way suddenly blocked by a 
glass pailition, against which he 
blimps his nose with more <w less 
violence. In addilion he has the 
opportunity of beholding himself 
from t'\t>ry poini of view. The 
piivilege may prove highly salis- 
fmditiy ; or (ni the other hand it 
may h^ssen one's opinion of himsedf, 
but in either case il nu'rely indi- 
cales how others see us. 

" By expel ii'iice and inquiry we 
can similarly discover in the maze 
of every day life, how others, the 
hearing, si-e ns. Their views, 
which are both pleasant and Tin- 
pleas.inl, will not coneiin onr per- 
sonal appearanre, Iml sonn-tliing 
we cannot «'hangc onr deafness. 
That we are deaf is not enir fiiiill, 
but our misforiune. Their views 
though, are their fault, but not ne- 
cessarily our misfortune, because it 
lies largely in inii power lo chiinge 
them for Ihe better, 

" Let us pass lightly over the 
archaic views eiilerlMiiied by sonic 
thai the deaf ai'e devoid of soul, 
mind (M feeling. Also those of the 
f)pposlte extreme, where we are re-

garded as under the siiocial protec- 
lion of providence, im-aiiable of 
sinning and possessed of su|)er- 
nalnral powen-s and sensibilities. 
On the oin^ hand l.hi^ fossilized 
views have reached such a stale of 
petrifaction that nolliing can alter 
llii'in ; while on the other hand the 
views founded on emotion will not 
be infliienciMl liy reason. Happily 
f(n- us the extr(>inisl.s are few. It 
is with the vast majority, 
1 hose occupying the golden mean, 
that we are chiefly concerned. 

" We have our .social clubs, our 
literary societies, our Stale and Na- 
tional Conventions, and I'm' this we 
are called clannish. Bill does it 
make it. so? We think md,. Kx- 
cept for the very few it is impossi- 
ble lor us to derive as much ad- 
vantage from cn-ganizations con- 
fliicted for hearing people. This of 
coiiise is no reason why we should 
nol join such, Miiil tlilise intended 
for Ihe deaf shoiihl have our pre- 
ference. There a deaf person feels 
al home ; there he i-an understand 
all lli.it isgoin^r,,,, without special 
elToit, or vvilhout I'ln'cing some ((ue 
to act as intiM'preler. Above all he 
<^an lake an active part in the pro- 
ceedings, instead of being merely a, 
passive spedalor. Freedom of in- 
tcn'ourse by means of the siun 
laii'-'iiage nadirally leads the dcvif to 
seek each other's so<dety. I say 
n.idiially, because we see the same 
tendency manil'estiMl among Ihe 
healing. Do not persons speaking 
a cmnmon laniriiage preler to as- 
sociate wilh each otin.r, rather 
than with IhosiMimong whmn an in- 
ierehange of ideas by the usual 
method is moi(> or h'ss dilliciill? 
The honing do not join our socie- 
ties, but sti<d< to tln>ir own, yd I hey 
have the assurance to call us clan- 
nish. If we ailmit for argument's 
sake that they are light, then what 
can be said of the si iipendoiis^ elan- 
nishness we lee exhibited by the 
hearing. ](, ceitainly does 
dilTer in kind from our own, 
oiil_>' in degree. 

"Our em|tloymeiil of signs 
one of the chief means of coniin 
cation with each other is (he eaii.se 
of many erroneous views of us held 
by the hearing. Smne of tin* signs 
Jire siiL'gestive of assault and bat- 
tery, and when, as is often the ease, 
Ihey are accompanied by furious 
hmks and other facial g.vmnasti«-s, 
it is nol t,o be wombned at that 
Iieople think we are ill-naliiied, 
quarrelsome and possibly light- 
lieaded. It nii;;lit lM^ to Oui ad- 
vantage to ii.se signs li>ss in piildii-. 
N(d a few persons look uptni the 
siuu-langiiage as our sole means of 
receiving m imparting ideas. It is 
ndaled thai when one of the fool 
ball leains representing a college in 
I lie leai^iK' with «!alla,udct College 
for the deaf, at Washington, came 
to play a game with the lalter, it 
was aecom|»>inicd by a goodly num- 
ber of ro<ders. One of these a 
young lady — was heard to impiire 
if any of Ihe Callandd players could 
read. She found that thc«y could 
not only read, but play fool ball so 
well timy had nodiniculty in wip- 
ing up (he (leld with her leain. 

" Another equally absurd view is 
Ihal our deafness shuts us olT from 
communication, resiillingin a lack 
of informal ion. It is amusing lo 
have w(dl meaning but misguided 
frienils piil themselves to trouble 
on our a.eeount, in <n(ler Ifi give 
fiagmentary narratives of ledurcs 
and daily happenings, when we can 
and do read them in full in printed 
form. With the advent of the 
printing jiress inslriiction through 

tl ar has sti-adily decreased, until 

now nine-teidhs of inie's informa- 
tion isdeiived through the eye. A 
d«»af person ablelo read and having 
a<'cess to a good library can com- 
municate freely wilh and derive in- 
spirinu knowledge from Ihe ablest 
minds that ever lived. 

" Most unfortunate for us the first 
permanent scho<d founded for the 
deaf in the Uiiiled Stales was of- 
licially called an asylum. Recently 
(he Idle was changed lo school, but 
Ihe fidioiis term asylum was sane 
tioned so long that it will remain 
the popular designation <if our 
schools for some time to ('ome. It 
is unnecessary lo say wo alleinl 
school lo be ediicali'd, not merely to 
be eared for and certainly not lor 
punisliin(>nl But in the eyes of 
too many pe<iple, having attended a 
so-called asylum, W(>arein the same 
(Mib'gory with paupers and criiiii- 
nnls. Were il for any reasmi 
found necessary lo take the idiildren 
of a, public sfdioid away from their 
parents to a distant boaidinu .school 
to be educated, what a howl there 
would be if this school were called 
an asylum. 

•' N«d. iinfreqiienlly we are the 
victims of a sensalional penny-a- 
liner, who scribbles I'oi an "iin- 
scru|niloiis news syndicab'. Kvcry- 
thing he writes about is magnilled 
or distorted, but the guileless pub 
lie swallows it whole. He lells 
among other Ihings how the dumb 
can be laiight in a short time to 
rival well known orators ; and 
dwells al great lenglh on our abili- 
ty to read Ihe lips, citing the ease 
of some one who cmild understand 
these lip signs from seeing the 
shadow of the inoiilh |)rojecled (ui 
a screen. I'he public conclude we 
can all <lo it, and are apt lo lose 
tln'ir patience, besides thinking us 
stupid when Ihey |ind our pro- 
liciency is far below that for whi«di 
we are crediled. There may be a 
case «)r two' of extraordinary lip 



icjuliiifj: ability, biHr if, is possossoii 
only by "in- liaviiiti i\. f?(!iiiiis for it, 
iiiul »\u'\\ cnsdH an* «xl romoly raro, 
lor lo (|ii()t(0*r()f. Iloiiry, ' OoniiiH 
itself, like t,li<> bloHHoniH of tlio aloe, 
is fhe solitary production of a <'(«n 
tnry.' 

" In tlio aoeonnt of the adven- 
IiireH of a Hpy durinur lli<> Civil VVai- 
it l(>lls how he |)r('lended to be deaf 
and dnnib wlu-n HUHpeeted and 
brontjht before tho ollieors. One 
(){ tli(Mn <(\j»r<vsHed his ])i>silive Ix^- 
lief that lh(^ s|iy was whali he claim- 
ed to be, because his fa(M( was " as 
expressionless as a washboard." 
To eliindi his ai^^nnient he de- 
(darcMl that he once saw a (h^af |)er- 
Hon, and he wore that identical ex- 
pression or lack of expr(>ssion. It 
is likely he* saw a pool' fid low whose 
ndnd was a blank, and .jnniped at 
tin* concdnsion thai all lh(« d(«,'if 
were alike in this respect. Were 
Ihis olVKN^r present this evening th(> 
absencf* of washboacds nn;;ht in- 
dn(M« him to (dian^<> his opinion. 

" It is snrprisinjir how nnmy in- 
telli>r(wd ]>cople think tin' deaf ar(> 
capablit of pei't'orminu' only the 
lowest, forms of nninnal labor. I'^ifly 
oi' s(^vent,y-five ycs'irs afj;o this idea 
miuht have b<>en in t,ln> nniin cor- 
re(-l, bnt, thanks to our schools (not 
asylums), and to the sidtdt vision of 
lalioi in all its branches, the deaf 
now tind th(< nundter of occupations 
in which I, hey can en;;aK<' i'** vei'y 
la.ry;c and constantly incri-asiufi'. 
In a work recently published to 
show tint stains of the deaf in the 
busint^ss world, it can lu> s(mmi that 
they are enxaKc*! as ministers, at- 
torni^ys, leachei-s, scMdplois, ai'tists, 
archili'cl,s, insurance men, pub- 
lishers, editors, brok(U's, botanists, 
assaycrs, |»hotof;raphers and clerks 
holding responsible positions. In 
addilitm the majiuity of the deaf 
are earniufi a cond'orlable living- in 
i\\ti (M'dinary occn])ations of lif(>. 
Mut in spite of this showing- we f(>el 
that our opportunities ar<« restrict- 
ed, and thai, lh<» per.judice aKainsI 
us has to be sliddiornly fon;,'ht. 
One of t,he obsla(des to our employ- 
intMil is the dilllicnlty of convintdnK 
business men that, places exist in 
their establislnneids which i-an as 
well be tilled by a deaf man as by a 
hearing man. 'i'he deaf arc not 
foolish enon(r|i to attempt work tlioy 
tliey know riMinires them to be con- 
sultiMl i\v to be rlirected loo nincdl. 
Yet they aro often met with the 
slalenwul, 'We don't, know the 
siffii lanmiugo,' or ' Y(Mir lip-readin>,' 
is too uncertain,' or ' We have uo 
no time to wril(^.' Of course, then' 
is another and a, biiffhtcr sidi« to it. 
Several lar;,'e nmnufaci urinjj con- 
ciH'Us, after employiiit,' a deal p(>i' 
son or two on trial gladly j^fave (hem 
permanent, positions, anr! <>ven 
siiifnilled tludr willintjiu'ss to («niploy 
nioro. Wo hope tlnnifrh, that if 
employment was ^ivi'u to others it 
was because they w<>r«> dca,f. We 
have in mind the case of a firm 
which loidi a deaf man on trial, 
,'inil liudini^r hint unsat,isfa,cl,(M',\', but, 
from a cause his ih^afniws was in no 
way (HtniM'cled, lh<\v <lisniissed him 
.'ind afterwards refused to emplo\ 
others. Now there art^ bljick shceji 
in even the r<dal,ively small llo<d; of 

• le.'if people, <'realinfi; Iroidde for 
lliemselves and others all out of 
proportion to their uundter. Our 
iieai'iu^ friernis should not jiuIkc us 
as a whole by the acts of a, very 
^'t\w. Wc do not, seek prid'crmeni 
btM'MUse we a,ie deaf, eon.se(|Uen( ly 
We fail to s<>e thcjuslic(> of bein^ 
l.urned down without a trial. It 
will be found that we dilTtu- Just, as 
much ill cajialiiliti(>s and endow- 
mt«uls from each olhei as do our 
iH^arinir brothors anions IlKunsidves. 

" ( "lostdy connecl<>d with these 
viewH whicdi iii,juri(Misly alTe<'l our 
linsiuess proH|)ects, is the (piestiim 
t>( insuiance. Kor n ion^ time 
most coinpani('s refused to insure a 
deaf person, ar^uiii^' that he was 
too lialdu to accidi>nt. I'lof. Hell, 
<d' telephoiKt fani)!, who is w(dl 
posted on the deaf, was asked for his 
iipinion on the subjeel by an <>r- 
uaiii/.ation (d' insurance men. lie 
is i'eporl,(M| to hav(« replied thai 
wiMO he in Ww business iiims<df, 
he woiihl prefer deaf policy holdeis, 
because the vers fact of deafness 
renders ii iier.son ho cauliinis tlial 
he seldom meets willi an accident 
wlnidi hc.'ii'iiiK' would h;ive prevcMil- 
ed. At the present time several 
^ood companies will insure deaf 
persons at tliu re^nlai ration, but, 
there is still room for missionary 
Work in this direction. 

" Although sojoni'iiin^ in a city 
bearing the same name as the royal 
hiMise of York, w(« must as citizens 
<d' the leading icpublic of tin) wiuld 
ob,je<ft to having our inatriinonial 
alTairs run on the sanii> plan that 
prevails among the .scions of royal- 
ty. On account uf the |ironiinence 
giviui a few years ago to the «iues- 
lion of ' the formation of a deaf 
vai-iety of the human raee by the 
intermarriage of (he deaf,' 11 Heoins 
lo besellhxl in the minds of most 
lieiiring people that sucdi marriages 
invariably result in deaf <dTspriiiu;. 
In a wiM'k recently com|)iled by Dr. 
I''ay and published by Ihe Ytdta 
iSiireau, entitled ' Marriage of Ihe 
Deaf in AmericNi,' ovoi 4,000 Hindi 
iiniiMis were investigated, iiudiid- 
ing pia<'lically all that took place 
fi<»m isoo (oiH'.il. Out of r;, ',•(»() 

• 'liildrtMi boiii in tiies<< marriages 
less than (ioo were deaf. Of this 
uninlxu- certainly not ovt>r Add were 
living when tlw cenMis of IHOO was 
taken, yet there were 41,000 ileaf 
pcrHuns eniinitii-ated. Su it Ih evi- 



dent that nearly all the (h»af arc 
l)orn so to hearing jMyojile or owe 
their deafness to dis{>ase. It would 
ajiiiear that tho way to ])revent 
' tli« formation of a deaf 
vari('ty of the human race ' 
is for Ihe hearing lo refrain from 
marrying and to stop the appear- 
ances of epidemics of diseases of 
the nervous ■«yst(Mn, like cerebro- 
spinal meningitis, which ari' so 
productive of deafness. Although 
figures show that, the intei-marriage 
of the deaf is far m<u'(> linlde to re- 
sult in deaf offspring t hail ordina- 
ry m.irriagcs, they are at the ,sani(> 
tim(> far more likidy t,o result, in 
hearing than deaf idiildrcn In 
fact it is only when there is a Icii- 
rleiicy to deafness in a family, 
shown by several members of the 
faniily being deaf, that the liability 
to divi.f (diildrcu becomes great ; 
aixl the hearing members of such 
fauiilies run as grisit a risk as do 
Ihe deaf memliers. It can be con- 
tended thiit d(>af piM'sons, ev(>n with 
deaf relatives, have a better light 
to ma,rry than the consumptive, the 
iiMdu'iat(>, the hal)it ual criminal or 
one in whose family the tcMidcncy 
to insanit,y <'xists. I)<>afiiess is 
licit her a crime, a, ilisijriice, nor need 
it lu> a bar to success in life ; nor 
is it inensised to any perceptible 
ext,cnt by the intermarriage" of the 
<h<af. V(>t we are l,old not to iinirry 
at, all, and h'gisl.atiou lo that efTecl 
h:is even Iteeu thi'calcned in this 
' laud (d' the fi'(>(> and honu' of the 
brave.' Others advise us to mai'iy 
only the hearing, ignoring the fact 
Ihatsindi unions as a rule are not 
as congenial, be«'anst' there is more 
mutual syni|)a,thy l((>t,ween two 
deaf pei-sons, due to similarity of 
the condition, h'tirlher such mar- 
i'ia.g<«s defeat, tlndr ohjcct. Statis- 
tics show that when one of the 
ptiriMits can hi>:ir the pioporlion of 
• leaf children is greater than . When 
both parents are deaf. The de.if 
are isfdaled to a greater or less ex- 
tent and ikmmI the com|);inionship 
of maiiicd life iiKU-e than the hear- 
ing. Cranky l«>gislal ures and med- 
ilhssomc piMiple with preconctu vimI 
o|>inions will not |)i'event them 
from imiriying. While at Ihe same 
lime (Common sense will leuil fhcun 
to listen to the advice of experienc- 
ed friends, though if they resent 
intei feiciice ill afTairs of Ihe heart 
they will simply lie exhibiting a 
nniveisal hunuiii trait. 

" Pi'ople profit, more by adverse 
eritieisin than by the |)laiidits of 
their friends. In holding up lo 
your ga/.e the views of others, the 
flaltcring ones were intentionally 
omitted. It is hoped w(> will not, 
llgiiratividy s|i(>aking, try to smash 
the glass of this ma/,(> !»y pei-sonal 
attacks on those holiling erroneous 
views of UK as a (dass, but rntiier 
first remove all causes that, might 
exist and then by |);itience !ind pcr- 
s«"verance to modify their views 
until they l>(>(fame rational. Oneof 
Ihe l)(>st, ways lo comliat wrong im- 
pressions, which ill our case are so 
(dten given the widest publicity, is 
to bring them to notice through the 
medium of i>apcis whidi the heal- 
ing read. We are loo prone to con- 
tent ourscdves with writing r(>plie,s 
of more oi less e\c<dl<>nce lo be 
published only in papers <-oiiductcd 
in the interest of the deaf This is 
all right as far as it goes, but it 
iloes md. go far eiiough. Hearing 
pi'ople as a rule never read lhcs(> 
p.ipers, and may even be unaware 
of their existence. While a great 
deal de|ieiids upon the 'man b(>- 
hiiiil the gun,' the gun ifmdf must 

also It >nsidcied. Let us ii.se 

Wi^apons of long range and large 
ealibrt> to fight ideas, Home of 
which are liardly creditable to the 
closing days of the nineteenth 
century." 

Hev. Mr. Wood took occasion to 
annonncu his desire (d' having a 
guild formed by the deaf ol this 
conimunily, which lie is cunlideiil 
will be advanlaircoiis lo them, lie 
does not desir<> that it be strictly of 
a ridigi<ms (diaracler, but on the 
lines of similar local societies fin- 
the advanccmenl «d' the di'af. lie 
urged thai thi> nuitter be uiveii 
prompt attention.

Dr. Thomas (Jallaudel, the 
founder and present manager of the 
" (i.ilhiiidct Home for the Atred and 
Inlirm Deaf-Mutes" in New York, 
Ihiiiks it advisable thai, having 
raised Ihe necessary funds, lh(> 
Society should Jirsl purchase a site 
for the lloimt and gel a clear title 
to it, anil then iidvertise the project 
.•is imicli as po.ssilde. These steps 
will prove very beneficial in influ- 
(Uiciiig Ihe chaiitaliie to contribiile 
towards the home, and, when it 
heconn^s a thing of realil,y, eontri- 
bnliiuis will How in still more freo- 
Iv. With the project realized, the 
iTiainlenance and inanagemeiit of 
the Home will next become import- 
ant subjects for consideration.

ohase of real estate. He interpret- 
ed the n>s(dnlions I o be a censure 
of the conise pursued by the 
Trustees and resenteil it. He naiil 
further that he would nol .serve on 
(he ISoaril of Trustees if l)ie plan 
oiil lined was adopted. The plan 
he believed impraelicable, toj*- 
hcjivy, unbusiiiessrlike and in 
<'\ery way unwise. He con«dud«Ml 
by suggesting that the Koard of 



Managers should be instructed to 
consult with the Trustees and 
formulate some didinite plan to b<* 
proposed at the nexl convent ion. 

The re.solnlioiis were def<>nded by 
Mr. Davidson, Mr. All;ibongh and 
Mr. Ziegler. They contended tluit 
the resolutions were ofTei-ed in good 
faith and wore not intended as a 
cii(,icism of the Hoard of Trustees, 
a body for which I hey each ex- 
pressed the greatest of regtinl, re- 
sp<>cl, and confidence. Th(>y niain- 
taineil, howevcM-, that some posiliv(> 
action should h(> taken without 
fiirlher delay. They expltvined 
Ihat the incn'ase of six in the 
Hoard of Trnstees, one of the 
features of the plan wliiidi Presi 
dent Koehler ohjoctwl lo, was fin- 
thepurpo.se of infusing more life 
into the wmk and lo give the older 
members some young assistants. 

Furthermore, it was pointed init, 
that the Trustees were actually the 
Hervtinls of the Society, and NOT 
file society itself. While the 
Society has the fullest confidence 
in the Hoard and desires to .allow it 
lo act under ils own ju<lgmeiit, ,'is 
the Society has ever since done, it 
yet never meant to vest the Hoard 
with .ibsolulo riiihls. Th(> SoeieJy 
iias nol cpiit ils i ights in the pre- 
mises ami, probably, never will. 
S<iv.s.s was also laiil on the. fad 
that the resolu" ions above did nol 
coiininuid or ordrr th(» Hoard of 
Trustees lo action, but rkqukstkd 

THKM TO IH) A CKRTAIN THINO h'OK

After I*residenl Koehler had re- 
plied briefly lo iho etTeel that h<> 
had n«) personal feelings ih the 
n.ittor and thai the Trustees had 
done all that opportunity liad al- 
lowed Iheiii to do, Mr. Underwood 
movetl to <diis»> the di.scii.ssion and 
vote upon the resolutions. Agreed 
lo.

Mr. Stevens, Ihe Oflieial Pholog- 
nipher, wiis permitted to an- 
nounce the size of the convention 
phologriiph lo b»> SxlO, and ihe 
price, lifly-four cents, wliicdi in- 
(dndes postage. A i>ercenla^e will 
be givcMi to the Society. Mr. Ii. K.

We have from time to time learned that 
Associations of the deaf have passed re 
solutions, criticisi it the maiiaKeuient of 
curtain Institutions for the Kdncation of 
the Deaf, declaring their lielief in t he 
Ruperiority of the Combined .System to the 
Oral Method, and protestiuK aKainst real 
and fancied injustice on the part of the 
heariiiK towards the deaf, etc 

The I'eniisylvaiiia .S<M'lety for the Ad- 
vancenientof the Deaf has uniformly avoid- 
ed discussion of such matters, and ihat its 
silence may not iM-inisconstrued; therefoiv, 
l>eit 

UrKdlvcO, Tliat, being a chartered or 
Kanizalioii and one that expects toestalilish 
and miiintain a lloiiie for HIind. .Aucd and 
Iiillrni Deaf Persons ill the near future, tlie 
■ScM'iety has no desire to meddle with the 
alTairsof any other instttiition as it desires 
no other institution to meddle with its 
own alTiiirs. Moreover, it lielieves that 
Kood is lieiiiK accomplished by every iiie- 
tliod of instruction for the deaf that is now 
in use, and recoKni/.es the fact ihat \iarents 
of deaf cliildreu have a riKht to exiM'ct 
them to lie taught orally br manually as 
they may prefer. 

UixoliH-il, That the thanks of the .Society 
lit> ami they are hereby extendeil to the 
Rector of St. .lohn's Church for the free 
use of the Parish Hiiildinw; for our Con- 
vention and for numerous other courtesies; 
to the Pennsylvania Railro.id Company, 
the I.<>liiKh Valley 11. R. Co, the C.'iitnil 
Railroad of New .Ter»ey, and the Pliila 
delpliia and Reading R. R. Cit , for reduced 
rates of transportation ; and to the press 
of the city of Yoi k for the very full and 
inteUiKvnt rejiorts of our pnu'ceiUnKs. 

/icxodnif, That the SiM'lety tender to 
Prof. A. V. Downinua rising vote of thmiks 
for haviiiK accept'-dly pcrforineil the dif 
flcult task of intei i>i itiiii; the pnn'ccdiiins 
of the Society. 

Each of the above resolutions was 
aiiopted .separately. 

Tn>a8urer Allabongh submitted 
his report, which showed that the 
receipts for the year innonnlcd lo 
♦X'i tit; and the expenditures f.'i.Sl. 
Out of the balance of $Ti;.85, how- 
ever, niual coine 50 per cent of the 
nuMnliei'ship fees, a matter of 
♦31.85, which is owing Ihe home 
fund. This will leave the Society 
in .somewhat straitened circum- 
stances, and President Koehler sug- 
gested Ihat Ihe Siwiety Trt>asurer 
give the Honu* Fund Tretisiirer a 
nolo payable at some tiin*» when it 
Ih i"ert.sonable to expect the Society 
will be better off lliianeiaDy. 

Mr. Reider took advanlageof the 
shiut discussion which followed Ihe 
iidoplion of Ihe Treiutiirer's report 
to bring up the matter of the ilia- 
position of Ihe Society's revenne.

The hiisiness of Ihe ('onvention 
was IIkmi finished. 

Iiiter|)reter Downing seized the 
opptu'tunity to thank the Society 
in a feli(dlous speech for the re- 
solution of thanks, which scemi'd 
to him nnmerited. Nobody se(>nie<l 
to agree with him, howexer, alioiil 
nol meriting the ihanks not even 
tli(> city jiress, for wilm>ssthe fol- 
lowing, taken fr<nn the UaztKe: 

Prof. DowniiiK'.s efforts to interpret the 
.addresscH were iH>rfect.. and the apparent 
ease in whii'ii lie conveyed ttieiii to llie 
silent delegates was a feat pleasing to look 
upon, lie isa past inaster in the art, .ind 
he placed tlie newspapers and the few jieo- 
|ile indirectly iiit.i'ri'sled in tlie convenlion 
under obligations for a full and accurate 
report of the proceedinKs. 

Mr. Allalunigh gjive his reasons 
for preferring the Convention in 
I'.tOl, instead of in lltOO ; but he 
was retidy to abide by the Society's 
decision. He then announced that 
his accounts as Trca.stirer of ihe 
Society for Ihe )iasl three yetirs had 
tieen audited and found correel. 
,\lso, that he conhi lake a number 
of 4.x5 photographs during the con- 
vention and sell Ihem and give the 
proceivls, h'ss expciLses, to the 
lloiiKi Fund. 

Hy common eonsenf, discretion 
was given to the Ho.-ird of Maii;igers 
to name lli(> delegates of the .Stu'iety 
to the Inlernalioaal Congiess of the 
Deaf, in Paris, in 1!»00. 

I'nvsident Koehler then, in a tew 
appropriate words, thanked the 
members for the interest I hey took 
in the proceedings, foi' the good 
work done, and for the orderly 
manner in which all, without ex- 
ceplion, coniliK'led themselves. 
After prayer, at ;{:;10 o'clock, he 
declared the <'(uivention adjourned 
Nine die.

The I.ejudiers' sjiluries were 
incn'a.sod at the same time, tind in 
proportiiui as miudi ;is were those 
of the emiiloyccs. 

For nearly a decide lh«'ic has 
from time lo time been bilk of 
ori;anizing a club for th<> deaf in 
Councii liliilVs. I'he proj(>cl, how- 
ever, never materialized until re- 
cently.

Miss Williams al- 
leges that t>n this tlay wIhmi Fahn 
anil one of his friiMitls wt>iil lo the 
parsonage to ask the prit>st to go lo 
th<> resilience of Miss Willijims for 
the purpose of solemnizing the 
marriage, he nol only refuseil logo, 
l>nl so.'intlalonsly attacked lier 
character ami ihat of her family, 
antl advisetl the iiitenilinir husband 
lo go homt» ami go lo bt>il instead of 
martying any of lli;ii " Williams 
(rash." He also tohl Fahn Ihat he 
would !tt onct» circulate a petition 
asking the mayor to run Miss Wil- 
liams and her inot4ter out of town. 
This threat she says was put into 
execution, and the commnnily 
being strongly Catholic ami Miss 
Williams not Indng a member of 
that church, a number of sigm-rs 
were obtained, and that on the 
spcoml day of October Ihe mayor 
orilered (he girl ami her mother to 
move ;tnd the two women fearing 
the inOuenee t>f the priest, were 
compelled \o obey."
